We have had a total of about one 


thousand cases, according to the best 
information on that subject and at 
the time this was written there had 
been but seven deaths, which is less 
than one out of each hundred stricken. 


It has been the experience of al- 


most every district throughout the 
country where an outbreak has oc- 
curred that the normal death rate has 
been increased six and one-half per 
cent, by the influenza. 
Our figures 


so far are below that mark consider- 
ably. 
Proper attention to the regu- 


lations of the Board of Health from 
time to time will continue to keep 
the percentage down.
